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Attached letter from Assistant Attorney General Robert C. Mardian 
relates to our denial of a request from his Division that we furnish a secure 
place for an informant to be interviewed by one of his attorneys and for us to 
participate in the interview. Letter also urges that development of this 
informant be undertaken by the Bureau in accordance with an agreement cited. 

The Director observed in his notations that we have no secure places of this 
type and that it is not our policy to participate in joint interviews. The Director 
also noted that the results of the Departmental attorney’s interview with the 
informant are necessary before we can determine what further action we should 
take, and asked if we agreed to any joint operation of this informant or only liaison.

said informant wanted to meet with him the next day and said that for security 
purposes would we select a safe place for the meeting. He also asked if we 
desired to have an Agent sit in on the interview^..

"The Oregonian presents today, first of a 
series of articles summarizing the portions 
of the controverted Pentagon Papers as published 
previously by the New York Times. 

"The papers resulted from extensive studies 
of American involvement in the Southeast Asia 
conflict as authorized in 1968 by Robert McNamara 
then Secretary of Defense. 

"These papers add extensively to public know¬ 
ledge of administrative decisions on Vietnam 
issues by the two previous administrations. The 
first article concerns contingency planning for 
air attacks on North Vietnam, starting in 
September, 1964. Our readers are invited to give 
then careful reading. See Page 21." 

The lengthy article on Page 21 then was prefaced 
with the following: { 

"This is one in a series of articles on a 
secret Pentagon study of American participation- 
in the Vietnam war. It was obtained from other 
sources by the New York Times through the inves- 
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gative reporting of Neil Sheehan. The series 
was researched and written over a three month 
period by Sheehan and other members of the Times 
staff." 

Subsequent articles carried a similar preface. 
All of the above comments by the newspaper indicated that 
the "Oregonian" articles were apparently a rehash of the 
material published previously by the New York Times.

On /'.uguct 13, 1971, Ralph Story, the fester of 
Ceremonies of a Torning television program called "Ralph 
Tory’s An Show, ’’ which is presented on television station 
KA3C-TY, Channel 7, interviewed Daniel ElIsberg. Robert 
Eanfield, the news reporter on the program, assisted Mr. 
Story curing the interview. 


There follows a verbatim report of that interview: 

Story (S): Everyone knew who Daniel Ellsterg was. But we 

happened to call another switchboard yesterday in 
asking about Doctor Ellsberg and the switchboard 
operate 7 ' raid, "Doctor Elmsberg, who is he?" So 
finally we did find cnc person who had not 
already made up their mind about Daniel Ellsberg. 

Eut I can tell you that he is certainly a very 
controversial fellow. He was a hawkish consultant 
to the Pentagon who helped to formulate United 
States policy In Vietnam during the sixties; at 
the Rand Corporation he actually helped to write 
the very Pentagon papers which later he copied 
and got to the Hew York Times and other publications; 
and he began rethinking his whole view of the war 
sometime during that era and the United States' 
role in It. He returned to Rand, began rereading 
the very Pentagon papers that you've heard sc much 
about, and eventually helped them to find their 
way to newspapers. Some people think Daniel 
Ellsberg is important enough to bring out this 
particular bumper sticker which we found yesterday, 
while others of course might very well say Daniel 
ElIsberg-traitor.

I'm very hopeful on this point because of the last 
several years, I had this growing feeling that, 
two years, that people had what I’ve called a need not 
to know about the Vietnam war and really were very 
unanxious to hear what I was saying publicly and 
what other people were saying at that time. But 
my hope was that that reflected the fact that they 
didn't know what they didn't know that they didn’t 
have enough confidence really to insist on their, on 
knowing more or on follov/ing up their suspicions. 

That v/as really my purpose in bringing the Pentagon 
papers to the attention of the public. It was thew 
hope that it would, that they would act differently, 
that they would, learning that much, would want to 
know more and I think that has been fully confirmed.

I think the public’s reaction has been '"v/e did 
need to know this information. V.'e had a right to 
know it," and they are calling I think on their 
legislators now to act on that information. 

S: Of course, v;e operate this entire program on the 

basis that people have a need to knov; and it’s a 
learning experience sort of fo 7 ’ both the audience 
and me every morning, but now they do know or at 
least they have the general idea of the Pentagon 
papers and what you v/ere trying to say. So what 
more do you have to say or what more do you have 
to tell? The trial then becomes something, its 
sort of a rehash, isn’t it? 

E: I think a lot will come out in the trial and, 

which is why I’m looking forward to that veiymuch. 
The courts are another institution of our society 
that have not been anxious to involve themselves 
or to take responsibility for our policies. They 
haven’t on the whole been willing to listen to 
arguments on the legality of what v/e’ve been doing 
in Vietnam or the constitutionality when even though 
it is their function to do that. Again my hope 
was that their ability to avoid that reflected 
the fact they didn’t have documents, evidentiary 
evidence, evidentiary documents like the Pentagon 
papers. It turns out now that in my ov/n case many 
issues will evolve precisely around the contents of 
those documents so at least one judge and jury will 
be exposed very, in very great detail, to the 
contents of those documents and will hear legal 
arguments on them.

was I was revealing. You know, having read the 
Pentagon papers, knowing that they are 7,000 
pages of evidence of high crimes, oi' aggressive 
war, and of crimes against the peace then, against 
humanity, of lying to Congress, of deceiving the 
public, and bypassing Congress, in effect usurping 
power. To me I have to live with a somewhat of a cense 
of an absurdity that one particular private citizen, me, 
is answering for revealing these crimes as where 
really no formal investigation is going on of the 
contents, but on the other hand I realize that I’m 
the one whose read them, not everybody yet shares 
that sense of responsibility.

Five men came in the cell, chained 
his legs, chained his hands, manacled his hands 
behind him, and left him on his stomach on the 
floor. The other prisoners helped him get the 
chains off his legs and he began to hurl his 
shoulder against the door again because it is 
very hard to make an Inmate out of Tony. This 
time again he was audible and he was taken to the 
captain, who was a very decent fellow, I talked 
to him. And I looked at the log, I said you know, 

I notice they didn't mention the chaining in the 
log. The log said at 10:30 he was removed from 
the cell to continue his processing. And he said, 

"Oh, well, they don't mention that, that's normal."

I also v/ould like to refer back 
co that young lady on the switchboard that we talked 
about at the beginning, the one that didn't know 
who Doctor Elleberg was and possibly the only person 
in Los Angeles with that notoriety today, but I 
have the feeling that when this is done and maybe 
some years from now there will be a even happier 
time when maybe everybody will say, "Who is* Daniel 
Elleberg and I'm not sure that we don't owe this 
gentleman that kind of privacy.

V/ell what do you mean, he was uh manacled and 
chained? 

Well, as I got the story just before I went to 
the jail, from Tony who had finally been unchained 
and become visible to the authorities, uh as they 
put it, they found out who he was and so they 
stopped giving him normal treatment. Urn, when he 
went in about six o’clock and, I don't know if it 
was on your channel, but some of the channels showed 
the sight of the door closing on him inside the 
Federal building as he went down the hall. Well 
when doors close on you. in our society and some * 
bureaucracies where the officials can uh, do oretty 
much what they want to uh keen their jobs, some uh 
very inhumane things can begin to happen to people. 

In this case the computer had broken down in the 
jail, a classic uh beginning for a story like this, 
and as a result, several hundred prisoners who had 
been brought in and not yet been booked were held in a 
holding cage, which is a zoo-like cage, uh meant to 
hold people I guess for minutes or hours, and uh not 
meant for sleeping. Since the computer had broken 
down naturally the system had no v;ay to deal with 
these human beings so they slept on the concrete 
floor that night. Without a shower and without food 
by the way. The booking did start again at six the 
next morning, uh around uh that time because uh, 1 
guess the computer had been repaired. So, Tony 
found himself answering questions urn, of a girl 
typing data into the computer.

Memorandum highlights for the Director a critical 
b £®^_*hrough which could pinpoint responsibility for~disclpsure 
oi highly classified Pentagon papers to various newspapers 
throughout the U.S. This is most significant development to 
date, and we are advising Mr. Egil Krogh, Deputy Assistant to 
the President for Domestic Affairs, at the White House by teletype 
attached with a copy for the Attorney General. 


Background 


Our investigation which commenced 6/15/71 has developed 
information that at least eight newspapers extending from New York 
to California have unlawfully possessed portions of the so-called 
Pentagon papers. Each of these newspapers has printed excerpts 
during June or July, and the National Security Agency is currently 
conducting a study to identify the exact origin for each article. 


Our investigation has identified Daniel Ellsberg as the 
principal suspect and source for "The New York Times" article. 

He has been indicted by Federal Grand Jury, Los Angeles, and 
our continued investigation has been directed toward developing 
evidence to assure successful prosecution of him. In addition, 
commencing 8/4/71, we have been making preliminary inquiries 
at the Attorney General's request to determine responsibility for 
the leaks to the additional newspapers. 


By teletype 8/4/71 pertinent field offices were instructed 
to initiate immediate investigation regarding the publication 
of the Pentagon papers in newspapers in their territories.

admitted Weatherman. In this article, KANH denounced 
DANIEL ELLSBERG as a long-time instrument of government 
policy and a member of the elite whose radicalism evolved 
from his cognizance that he was allied v;ith the losers. 

MANN noted that most of ELLSBERG 1 s academic associates had 
already become alienated from Vietnam policy and that 
ELLSBERG was merely joining belatedly in a trend of long 
standing. MANN predicted that ELLSBERG * s publicly expressed 
wish to be tried as a war criminal will sobe day be granted.
